Perry,  who  has  directed  busi- 
ness affairs  of  the  Board  for  the 
past  14  years,  will  move  up  from 
the  position  of  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

The    superintendent  -  elect    is    a 
Caddo  native.  He  received  his  B.A. 
egree    from    Northwestern    State 
College  in  1931. 

Perry  has  been  an  elementary 
teacher,  elementary  school  prin- 
ipal.  high  school  teacher,  basket- 
all  and  baseball  coach,  high 
chool  principal,  assistant  superin- 
endent  and  business  manager:  in 
1960  he  was  named  first  assistant 
uperintendent.

western has  received  an  NSF  grant 


for  a  Summer  Institute  for  High- 
Ability  High  School  Students  in 
Biology;  and  separate  NSF  grants 
for  support  of  Undergraduate  Re- 
search Participation  Programs  in 
biological  sciences  and  chemistry. 
Hich  School  Institute 

The  Summer  Institute  for  High- 
Ability  High  School  Students  in 
Biolog\  will  be  conducted  June  4 
through  August  5  and  is  the  third 
consecutive  institute  in  biology  to 
be  held  under  NSF  sponsorship  at 
Northwestern.  Total  amount  of  the 
grant,  which  will  provide  stipends 
for  24  selected  secondary  school 
students,  is  $7,432.  Dr.  Richard  E. 
Garth,  associate  professor  of  Bi- 
ology, will  serve  as  Institute  di- 
rector. 

Dr.  Garth  stated  that  a  brochure 
announcing  the  qualifications  for 
participation  has  been  mailed  to 
science  teachers  throughout  Lou- 
isiana and  that  selection  of  stu- 
dents would  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  recommendations,  scholastic 
records,  and  results  of  qualifying 
examinations. 

Deadline  for  making  application 
for  participation  is  March  15: 
names  of  successful  applicants  will 
be  announced  by  April  23;  and 
students  will  have  until  Ma\  7  to 
accept  or  decline. 

Lndercraduate  Research 
Programs 

The  Lndergraduate  Research 
grant  in  biological  sciences  pro- 
vides funds  for  12  NSC  students 
to  participate  in  the  program  dur- 
ing   a    twenty-one    month    period.

A  baskeball  team  selected  in 
pre-season  polls  for  second  place 
in  the  Gulf  States  Conference  com- 
pleted in  February  a  record  with 
more  losses  than  any  previous 
quintet  in  the  history  of  the 
College. 

Yet,  it  was  potentially  one  of 
the  finest  squads  Northwestern 
State  has  sent  out  to  the  hardwood. 
A  disastrous  road  trip  into  Ken- 
tucky early  in  the  season,  a  flu 
epidemic,  inability  to  muster  an 
effective  defense  and  to  hit  from 
the  free-throw  line  were  all  com- 
bined to  contribute  to  most  losses. 

Late  in  the  season,  the  Demons 
began  to  play  more  effectively  as 
a  unit,  but  victory  in  many  in- 
stances was  just  out  of  reach. 

In  six  games  between  Jan.  27 
and  Feb.  14  the  Demons  won  three. 
but  in  none  of  the  games  was  the 
margin  of  victory  more  than  four 
points.

Isotopes  Are  Used 
By  NSC  Researchers 

Radio  active  isotopes  are  being 
used  at  Northwestern  State  College 
in  connection  with  the  brucellosis 
research  being  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Bacteriology. 

The  Department  is  currentlv 
operating  under  its  fourth  con- 
secutive grant  from  the  national 
Institutes  of  Health.  The  grant, 
in  the  amount  of  S10.866.  is  for  a 
12-month  period  beginning  Jan.  1 
and  provides  stipends  of  varying 
amounts  for  eight  graduate  and 
undergraduate  students. 

Dr.  Rene  J.  Bienvenu.  head  of 
the  Department  and  co-director  of 
the  research  program,  stated  that 
the  isotopes  were  purchased  from 
funds  made  available  by  a  grant 
from  the  Louisiana  Heart  Associa- 
tion. NSC  was  the  first  of  the 
state  colleges  to  receive  permission 
to  use  radio  active  materials  and 
received  the  first  shipment  during 
the  fall.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Administrators  of  La.  State  Nor- 
mal School  located  at  Natchitoches 
held  on  May  13,  1908  were  present 
Honorables  T.  C.  Barret.  J.  B.  As- 
well,  John  Marks.  B.  C.  Caldwell 
and  Z.  T.  Gallion. 

President  Caldwell  made  verbal 
report  on  the  condition  of  the 
School,  and  continued  by  making 
various  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions for  the  good  of  the  school. 

A  recess  was  taken  till  3:30  P.M. 
for  the  purpose  of  signing  diplo- 
mas and  attending  Graduation  Ex- 
ercises. 

At  3:30  P.M.  the  Board  reas- 
sembled for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
acting business. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  Resolved  that  this  board 
give  notice  of  its  intentions  to 
apply  for  the  passage  of  an  act  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State, 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  six  miles  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School. 

The  President  of  the  faculty  was 
authorized  to  supply  and  replace 
lost  diplomas  to  Miss  Bertha  Haupt 
of  Crowley,  and  Miss  B.  Bryan  of 
Ruston. 

On  a  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  Resolved  that  this  Board 
recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law 
giving  advisory  jurisdiction  over 
all  state  educational  institutions  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education.

Normal  School  held  Julv  28.  1908.

Marthilde  Greaneaux.  and 
Edwina  Suddath  were  ordered  re- 
newed. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried  the  term  of  office  of  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  be  fixed 
at  four  years  and  his  salarv  as 
four  thousand  dollars  annually. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and 
carried,  Mr.  J.  B.  Aswell  was 
unanimously  elected  President  of 
the  Faculty  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  commencing  Aug.  1,  1908. 


at  an  annual  salary  of  four  thous- 
and dollars  and  the  use  of  the 
President's  home,  with  lights,  fuel, 
water  and  sufficient  milk  and 
vegetables  for  his  family  use. 

The  President  of  the  School 
read  his  report  May  12,  1909  on 
improvements  made. 

Furniture  has  been  purchased  of 
the  New  Orleans  Furniture  Com- 
pany to  the  amount  of  two  thous- 
and fifty-nine  dollars  and  twenty 
cents  for  equiping  the  bed  rooms 
of  the  dormitories,  including  for 
each  room  a  dresser,  rocking 
chair,  and  new  mattresses  and 
springs  wherever  needed. 

About  twelve  thousand  feet  of 
concrete  walks  have  been  built 
costing  twelve  and  one  half  cents 
a  foot. 

The  sewer  and  flushing  system 
completed  cost  three  thousand  six 
hundred  fifty  dollars,  and  it  is  the 
finest  in  the  country. 

The  plumbing,  including  sani- 
tary closets  and  hot  and  cold 
water  baths,  cost  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  seventy-seven  dol- 
lars and  eighty-eight  cents,  and  is 
rendering   excellent  service. 
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
